(ii) When the time for preferring an appeal has expired 
and no appeal has been preferred or the appeal has been 
preferred and the award has been passed in the appeal, and 
when the time for making an application to set aside the 
award under Section 34 of the Arbitration and Conciliation 
Act, 1996 has expired, or such application having been made, 
it has been refused, the final award shall be enforceable in 
the same manner as if it were a decree of the Court.

at the time of appointment be a member of 
the Exchange included in the panel or from 
amongst persons nominated by the Governing 
Board to the panel of Arbitrators under clause 
(b) provided that if the non-member party to 
an arbitration reference so desires, an arbitrator 
appointed by the Executive Director pursuant 
to Bye-law 249A shall be appointed from 
amongst the non-members nominated to the 
panel of arbitrators under clause (b) hereof.

party to pay the fees and costs in respect of the adjourned 
hearing borne by the other party and in the event of such

Assistance, in conduct of Arbitration proceedings 

268. No advocate shall be permitted to appear, plead or 
act in the arbitration proceedings. The parties may be per¬ 
mitted by the Arbitrators to have an assistance of duly 
authorised next friend in the conduct of arbitration proceed¬ 
ings. 

Proviso : At the request of the Applicant or the Respon¬ 
dent, the Arbitrator (sj may permit a party to 
be represented by an advocate depending on 

the complexities of the facts and law Involved in 

the case, 

Consideration of Recorded Proceedings and Evidence

shall deposit tiff cash or securities within 15 days of 
the disposal of the exemption application by the Ap¬ 
peal Bench. The party placing the deposit shall be 
d»emed to have agreed that on (he expiry of 3 months 
from the date of the decision of the Appeal Bench 
such deposit may be handed over by the Exchange to 
the other party ir. accordance with the tarns of de¬ 
cision in appeal unless the other party has obtained 
an order of the court restraining such hnndinj 
over. 

6. A certificate from the Exchange showing that exentn 
tion application has been filed or that the deposit if 
ni'v required by the Clause (5) has been lodged 
sbtdl be attached to the appeal. 

7 Ttv award of the Appeal Bench has been sef aside 
and /oi is pending. The Appeal Bench shall not pro 
teed "to hem- the appeal unless the Exchange ha? cei- 
tified ‘bat thr required deposit lias been mtadr or lh;d 
no depsejf is squired to be piode by the party appeal¬ 
ing. 


Hearing and decision of Appeal : 

The Arbitration Secretary after all the formalities are 
complete sblull issue notice to the respondent. A copy of 
the memo of Appeal shall accompany the notice and respon¬ 
dent shall he called upon to appear before the Appeal Bench 
on rhe date specified therein.

ARBITRATION BETWEEN MEMBERS 
References to Arbitration 

282. All claims, complaints, differences and disputes bet¬ 
ween members arising out of or in relation to any bargains, 
dealings, transactions or contracts made subject to the Rules, 
Bye-laws and Regulations of the Exchange or with reference 
to anything incidental thereto (including claims, complaints, 
differences and disputes relating to errors or alleged errors 
in inputting any data or command in the Exchange’s compu¬ 
terised trading system or in execution of any trades on or 
by such trading system) or anything to be done in pur¬ 
suance thereof and any question or dispute whether such 
bargains, dealings, transactions or contracts have been entered 
into or not shall be subject to arbitration and referred to the 
Arbitration Committee as provided in these Bye-laws and 
Regulations. 

Reference to Dispute Resolution Officers 

282A. Notwithstanding anything stated in Bye-law 282, if 
any claim, complaint, difference or dispute between members 
of the nature referred to in Bye-law 282 involves, in whole 
or in part, one or more of the following matters then the 
decision on such matter or matters shall be referred to the 
arbitration of a Dispute 'Resolution Officer as provided in 
the Bye-Inw MJB and the concerned Regulations ;

Governing Board shall not entertain on appeal 
to which such certificate is not annexed. 

Decision of the Governing Board Final 

297. When the deposit certificate is annexed to the appeal 
tho Governing Board shall proceed to hear the appeal and 
the decision of the Governing Board shall be deemed final 
and binding on the parties to the appeal. 

Period for Governing Board Award 

297A. The Governing Board shall endeavour to make the 
award wfflim one month of the appeal being filed. 

Signing of Award 

298. (i) Every award shall be made in writing and shall be 
signed by those members of tho concerned arbitral 
tribunal who have participated in making the award. 

(it) For the purposes of clause (i), the signatures of the 
majority of the members of the concerned arbitral 
tribunal who have participated in making the 
award shall be sufficient so long as the reason for 
auy omitted signature is staled. 

(iii) For the purpose of clauses fi) and (ii) the members 
of the arbitral tribunal who have participated in mak¬ 
ing the award or the majority of such members, asi 
case may be, may by unanimous resolution or 
/C'dmg authorise any member or members of the 
Ju-oitnd tribunal to sign the award on behalf of all the 
members so authorising. In such event the award 
shall be considered att duly signed by all the members 
so authorising if the award is signed by such autho¬ 
rised member or members. 

(iv) The award shall state the reasons upon which it is 
based, unless— 

(a) the parties have agreed that no reasons are tQ 
be given; or 

(b) the award is on terms agreed between the parties. 

(v) The award shall state its date and the place of arbi¬ 
tration and the award 

(vi) After the award is made, a signed copy shall bet 
delivered to each party. 

Members interested Not to Attend 

299, A party to a reference who is a member of the Arbi¬ 
tration Committee or the Governing Board shall not attend 
any meeting of the Arbitration Committee or of the Govern¬ 
ing Board at which an inquiry into the reference ®r appeal is 
made or at which n reference or appeal is heard.

Adjourned Meeting 

300. It shall be no objection to an award of the Arbitration 
Committee or of the Governing Board that the meeting at; 
which a reference or appeal was inquired into or a reference 
or appeal was heard was adjourned from time to time or that 
the inquiry was not completed or that the reference or 
appeal was not finally heard at one meeting. 

Change in Composition 

301. It shall be no objection to an award of the Arbitra¬ 
tion Committee or of the Governing Board that the. com¬ 
position of the Arbitration Committee Or the Governing Board 
changed during (lie inquiry or reference or appeal: 

Provided however that no member of the Arbitration Com¬ 
mittee or the Governing Board as the case may be w|io shall 
not have been present at every meeting at which inquiry 
into the reference or appeal was made or the reference or 
appeal was heard shall participate in giving the final decision. 

Summary Dismissal 

302. If a party to a reference who has appealed to the 
Arbitration Committee or to the Governing Board'against an 
award be not present at the tirrifc ' fixed tor hearing the appeal 
the Arbitration Committee or the Governing Board as the 
case may bo may dismiss the aspeal summarily. 

Appeal Ex Parte 

303. If a party to a reference in whose favour an award 
has been made be not present at the time fixed by the Arbitra¬ 
tion Committee or the Governing Board for hearing th* 
-appeal against such award the Arbitration Committee or the 
Governing Board may proceed to hear the appeal cx parte. 

Rehearing Ex Parte Award

standing or the amount of damages or compensation payable 
by reason of such failure. 

Late Claims Barred 

307. (i) The Arbitration Committee shall not lake cogni- 

delivery where the Company has issued an objection 
unless the same has been referred to it within six!- 
months of the last date of the concerned settlement. 
Any dispute as to whether a claim, complaint, 
difference or dispute falls within the ambit of this 
clause shall be decided by the Lower Bench, 

(ii) The Arbitration Committee shall not take cogni¬ 
sance of »ny claim, complaint, difference or dispute 
rcLting to a company objection in respect of a bad 
delivery \vher e the Company has issued an objection 
memo required by tlte applicable good/bad deli¬ 
very guidelines unless the same has been referred to 


it within the time limit prescribed from time to time 
by Itto Securities (and Exchange Board of India's 
guidelines, rules or regulations relating tq badl 
delivery. Any dispute as to whether uny claim, 
complaint, difference or dispute falls within, the ambit 
of this clause shall be decided by the Lowea' 
Bench. 

(iii) If a member who desires to refer a dispute to arbi¬ 
tration n'fter the period specified in clause (i) or (it), 
as may be applicable, satisfies the Executive Direc¬ 
tor tbnt hei had sufficient cause for not making the 
reference within such period then the Executive 
Dircctoi may extend the period to such further 
period as the Executive Director thinks fit and 
proper. In such event, the Arbitration Committee 
may tjake cognisance of the claim, complaint, diffe¬ 
rence or dispute if it Is referred to arbitration within 
such, extended period.

Penalty on Failure to Submit to or Abide by Award 
in Arbitration 

311. A member who, fails or refuses to submit to or 
abide by or carry out any award in arbitration between 
members as provided in these Bye-laws and Regulations 
shall be expelled by the Governing Board and thereupon 
the other patiy shall be entitled to institute legal proceedings 
to enforce the award under the Civil Procedure Code 1908 
(5 of 1908) in the same manner as if it is a decree of the 
court.
